Let’s suppose a change of place. If 
the federal government passed an Act 
affecting Alberta’s resources or in 
any way infringing provincial rights 
or powers, and Mr. Aberhart asked it 
to be submitted to the Supreme Court 
before being put in operation, what 
would be the attitude of not only the 
S.C. members but the whole Legisla¬ 
ture should Mr. King refuse? What 
would they think of him were he to say 
that he would not allow the Supreme 
Court to override the will of the 


Under the seven mopths moratorium 
debts cont! acted to financial institu 
■•tions before July 1, 1936, cannot bt 
collected, either as to principal or in¬ 
terest. If the loan was made aftei 
that date, the moratoriuni would not 
protect the debtor. 

Any debt incurred by Albertan- 
throughout 1936 as advances for seed 
grain, binder twine under the Seed 
Grain and Other Advances Security 
Act are not protected. If a farmer ob¬ 
tained a loan before July 1, 1936, in 
order to buy seed grain, he would 
have to pay principal and interest. 
Many firms have loans under the act 
aggregating as,high as $200,000.

Debts not affected by the morator¬ 
ium include: 

Any debt owing by or to any city, 
town, village, municipal district, im¬ 
provement district, irrigation district, 
drainage district or muncipal hospital 
district; 

Any debt in respect of advances 
made in the year 1936 pursuant to any 
of the provisions of the seed grain and 
other advances security act, being 
chapter 65 of the statutes of Alberta. 
1936; 

Any debt owing to or by any hospi¬ 
tal which is an approved hospital foi 
the purposes of the hospitals act, be- 
; ng chapter 60 of the revised statutes 
if Alberta, 1922; 

Any debt due and owing to an insur¬ 
ance company which was made on .he 
ole security of a policy of insurance 
issued by the company; 

Any debt being a claim for vagus.

In any consideration of rehabilitation-plans for the prai 
ties, it has been advised that the real start should be\madi 
in the mountains. The streams from the mountains whirl 
roll down to the prairies, should be dammed up aboj-e ti 
•onserve the spring surplus. This would keep a steady wa 
ter level throughout the year. Under the action of % nature 
the spring torrents are permitted to sweep down to Jthi 
prairies in excessive flow-, pouring into eastern waters, li 
the summer these torrential streams are reduced at time: 
to little more than a trickle. 

A survey of the upper waters of the'Old Man River, ha. 
estimated^jthat a damming of that river would provide _ 
leservoir of water thirty miles long. This surplus fron 
spring floods could be released as required throughout the 
summer. The same situation applies to the Highwood am 
all other mountain streams. 1 

At the same time, it is pointed out that unrestricted graz 
ing should not be permitted on the Forest Reserves. Tin 
destruction of underbrush and young tree growth.remove, 
a valuable asset for moisture conservation. 

Unless some effort is made to control and utilize the ex 
cess moisture of mountain streams, it is of little permanent 
value to construct dams and reservoirs far out on the prai 
rie. 

.Admittedly, the construction of mountain dams would b' 
a very costly project. But it would mean the continued pro¬ 
ductiveness of the whole stretch of prairie fed from thest 
streams, from the foothills to the Hudson Bay. Observers 
of this date and of eailier periods are united in agreemeir 
that only by such gigantic undertakings can the great 
western tract be preserved against the periodic spells of 
aridity. 

United States initiated such reclamation projects at th( 
start of the depression, and the work absorbed many tlious 
anils of unemployed and restored great tracts of land to 
productiveness.

It is commonly accepted that there should he some rela¬ 
tion between revenue exacted by a government, and servi¬ 
ces received for that revenue. But Turner Valley offers a 
striking example of a minimum of service for a maximum 
of revenue. Daily, under present production figures, certain 
Ttrfrier Valley wells contribute from $21)00 to $2501) to the 
provincial exchequer. Certain other producers are exempt 
from this government royalty because they are frtunate- 
ly situated on C. and E. land. But at any rate, the Valley 
ontributes from three quarter million to one million a year 
in royalties. There is no part of the province which yields 
-uch a substantial and easily collected amount. 

Yet the Valley has been discriminated against in the 
matter of roads, a most vital service for the efficient work 
of the field. Trucks and cars numbering five hundred oi 
more a day, roll over the road from one end of the V:ille> 
to the other. The congestion of traffic is at times danger¬ 
ous, and the one all weather road carries a burden beyond 
all reason. The gravelling of the .twenty mile stretch be¬ 
tween Little New York and the main highway would mean 
a release for all southerly traffic.

In the eastern part of this district, 
farmers have been turning at*entiol 
to Russian thistle as a form of f > • 
der in cases of need. On the authority 
of a Montana experimental station, 
Uussian.thistle may be mixed with hay 
to provide ood feed. One-thrd hay an 
two-thirds thistle are passable fo! 
winter feed if the thistles are of sturd* 
growth. Strong mature cows which go 
into the winter well can he wintt.lv 
on half straw and half thistle with :• 
pound of cottonseed cake, or possibly 
linseeil meal. 

The Russian thistle should- be cuG 
beforethe spines harden, otherwise 
they must he run through a gram 
'epaiator or combine. 

If reduced feeding is necessary 
during the season, the Montana station 
advises that this lie done later in the 
season rather than in the early part 
of the winter. Cattle going into the 
winter in good condition require less 
feed to put them through, than if ‘.hey 
were poor at the start of the season.
